Mr. Spence,— If the members for Victo- 
ria end Northumberland, had nut sustained 
the government a week ago, lhe government 
did uol know it.

If tho House willed it, Iho depart- 
ment might bo rendered profitable by in- 
creasing postage, bul ho did nol ihiiik il do- 
sirablo. Tho railway delivery enst £12,000 
a yeor without diminishing other oxpenscs. 
The .telegraph lines have seriously reduced 
the poslege rovenuo. The circulation of 
newspapers had Iriblcd sinco Ihe aboliiion of 
newspaper postage. Then tho wholo post- 
nge of tho Lcgislniuro and tho Ciovernnu'iit 
was now oorrind free, instead of being charg 
ed os formerly to tho Departments. The 
money order and iho rcg : str-ilion sys- 
tem had also been created. All these things 
would account for tho deficiency of £20,- 
000 in tho IVsi Oilice rovenuo. The Tost 
OlTicos had increased from GOO lo 1,400, 
and other things in proportion. 

Mr- Drown replied to some of Mr- Sponce's 
observations. 

Mr. Smith opposed some of the Govern- 
ment measures Inst year at Quebec ; hosup- 
ported them since. The administration had 
forfeited his confidence, end he believed e 
hotlor could now bo formed. Ho objected 
lo tho Government policy respecting tho roc- 
torios — A deputation of lhe reformers in the 
hnuso had called on the lion.
